Supplemental to the Reply Brief filed October 2, 2000, Appellants wish to 
amend the statement in the Appeal Brief relating to related appeals and 
interferences to read as follows: 

RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 

The claims in the present application are directed to a composition 
comprising an acyl derivative of uridine, cytidine or orotic acid; and an inhibitor of 
uridine phosphorylase. The Board's attention is drawn to the existence of a 
pending appeal in commonly assigned copending application Serial No. 
08/473,330, filed June 7, 1995 in the name of Von Borstel et al. Claims 101 and 
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102 in the '330 application are directed to a composition comprising an acyl 
derivative of uridine; and a compound capable of inhibiting uridine 
phosphorylase. Both groups of claims have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 
based on different sets of references. Nevertheless, it is possible that each of 
these appeals could have a bearing on the other appeal. 
Favorable action on this appeal is awaited.
